And,fo2ſothe,a fewe new Contradicozte fellowes | 
make no moꝛe of it, but a certaine vehement, and paſſionate ' 
neſing,o2 ſobbing, oꝛ coffing, where withall they ſap, and as 
they ſay, ſay with great Phyſicall, and Natarall Reaſon, *' 
The Earth in ſome place, oz other, euer lightly after any 
great, and ſuddapne alteration of weather, 02 diet, is ercee- ! 
dingly troubled, and papned, as namely this very Time ot 
the peare, after the extreme pynching colde of Winter, and 
agapne in Autumne , after the extreme parching heate ol 
Sommer. But ſhall J tell vou, Piſtreſſe Inquiſitiua? The 
ſoundeſt Philoſophers in derde, and very deepeſt e a 
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of Nature , holde, if it pleaſe pou, an other Aſſertion , and 
maintapne this fo2 truth: (which at the leaſtwiſe, ol all o⸗ 
ther ſemeth maruellous reaſonable, and is queſt ionic ſſe far- 
theſt off from Hereſie:) That as the Tarth, vppon it, hath 
many ſtately,and bopſterous + fierce Creatures, as namc- 
ly, Pen and Momen, and diucrs Beaſtes, wherof ſome one 
is in maner continually at variaunce and fewde with an o⸗ 
ther, euermoꝛe ſ&king to be reuenged vþd his entmie, which 
ekt ſones bꝛeaketh foꝛth int pꝛokeſſed and open Hoſtilitie: 
and then conſequentlp followe ſet battels, 1 moztall warres: 
wherin the one partie bendeth all the foꝛce of dis Ozdinante 
and other artiall furniture againſt che other: fo likewiſe 
within it to, it hath alſo ſome, as vengibly andftdwardly 
bent, as foꝛ Example, Nloꝛmes, and Poules, and Cunnyes, 
and ſuch other valiauntly highminded Creatures, d Sonnes 

and daughters of Mars, x Bellona tha? nurriſh ciuill debate, 
and contrarie fadions amenaſt them ſelues: which are ſel⸗ 


dome, oꝛ neuer ended to, without miſcrable bloudſhed, and 


deadly warre : and then go me their Gunnes luſtily bib. and 
the one diſchargeth his Perte coutagtouſſy at the other: and 
there is ſuche a Generall dub a dubbe amongſt them, and 
ſuch hozrible Thunder ing on cucrp ſyde, and ſuche a mon⸗ 
ſtrous cruell ſhaking of one an others Foꝛtes and Caſtels, 
that the whole Earth agayne ; 89 at the leaf; ſo muthe of 
the Carth , as is ouer, oz ncere them, is terribly hoyſed, 
and — No moze Ands, dz Ifs „fo; Gods ſake, 
guoth the Padame, and this be pour great'Doaoly lear⸗ 
ning. Wee haue enen Enoughe alrcadie foz our Ponep: 
and if you ſhoulde goe m little farther”, I feare me, vou 
woulde make vs nyghe as tunning as dar: felfe : and that 
woulde bee a great diſgrace fb: the Uninerſift&, Not a 
wittte,gentic Madame, quoth J., there be of vs, that haue 
greater ſtoꝛe in our bowrets,than we can well occupie our 
lelues, and thercfo2e we are glad as you ſe, when bythe fa» 
nowrable,+ gratious afpect of fone bleſſed Planet, und lpe⸗ 
cially our Mercury, oʒ pour: Venus, it is dur god Foztune, 
| to 
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ta lighte on luch god kriendes, as you, und ſome other god 
Gentle women ve, that take pleaſure , comfoꝛt in ſuch awd 
things. Wherat Piſtreſſe Inquiſitiua, laughing right out, 
and beginning to demaumde I know not what, (me thought, 
ſy made, as if it {youlde haue ben ſome godly plauſible 
Jeſt,wherat ſhe is, and takes her ſelfe pꝛettily god:) Uell, 
woll, Palker H. quoti the Gentleman of the houſe, now pou 
haue playde pour part ſo cunningly with the Gentlewomen, 
(as J warrant you ſhall be remembꝛod of Inquiſitiua, when 
you are gone, and map happely foꝛget her: which J hope, 
Miſtreſſe Incredula will bo ſometyme to, by hir leaue:) J 
p2ap you ia earntſt. jet vs men learne ſome thing of pou to:

The finall,not onely that the wynde ſhoulde recouer bis 
Naturall plate, than which a naturall reaſonable man goeth 
no farther, no not our ercellenteſt pꝛokoundeſt Philoſophers 
themſelues: but ſometime alſs, J graunt, to telfific and de⸗ 
nounce the ſecrete wꝛathe, and indignation of God , oꝛ bis

Which End, (foz that J knowe is the verp poynt, where⸗ 
on you ſtande ) albeit it be acknowledged Supernaturall 
and pur poſed, as J ſapd, ot a ſupernaturall Cauſe, to whom 
nothing at all is impoſſible,and that can wozke ſupernatu- 
rally, and mpꝛaculouſiy withaut oꝛdinarie meanes, and in⸗ 
feriour caules:pet neuertheleſſe is, we ſer, commonlp perfoz⸗ 
med, by the qualikping, and conkoꝛ ming of Nature, and Na⸗ 
turall things, to the accompliſhment of his Dinine and in⸗ 
compzehenſible determination. Foz being, as the olde Phi⸗ 
loſophers call him, very Nature ſelfe, oꝛ as it bath pleaſed 
our later ſcholemen to terme him, by wap of diſtinction, Va- 
tura Naturant, he hath all theſe ſecondarie inferiour thinges, 
the foure Elementes, all ſenſible, and vnſenſible,reaſonable,. 
and vnreaſonable Creatures, the whole woz de, and what 
ſaeuer is contayned in the Compas of the wozlde , being the 
wozkmanſhip of his owne hands, and, as they call them. Va- 
tura naturata, euer pliable and flexible Inſtrumentes at his 
Commaundement: to put in execution ſuch Effectes, either 
oꝛdinarie 02 ertraoꝛdinarie, as ſhall ſeme moſt requiſite to 
bis eternall Pꝛouſdence: and now in theſe latter.dayes, berp 
ſeldome, oz in manner neuer wozketh any thing ſo myꝛacu⸗ 
loullp, and extraoꝛdinarily, but it may ſenſiblpy appeare, he 
vleth the ſeruice and Miniſterie of his Creatures, in the at- 
ch&uing thereof, J dente not, but Earthquakes (as well as 
many other fearefull Accidentes in the ſame Number,)are 
terrible ſignes, and, as it were certaine manacing fozeruns 
ners, and foꝛewarners of the great latter day; and therefoze 
cut ot controuerſie the moꝛe reuerendly to be conſidered vp⸗ 
pon: and J acknowledge conſidering the Euentes, and ſe⸗ 
queles, accoꝛding to the collectio and diſcourſe of mans Reas 
ſon,thep haue ſermed to Pꝛognoſticate, and thꝛeaten to this. 


and that Citie, vtter ruyne and gb to ſuch a Toun⸗ 
try, 
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fry, a generall plague and peſtilente: to an other place , the 
death of ſome mightie Potentate oz great Pꝛince: to ſome 


other Realme 62 Kingdome, ſome cruell immment warres: 


and (und2y the like dzeadfull and particular Incidentes, as 


is notoꝛ iouſly euident by many olde andnewe, very famous. 


and notable Hiſtoꝛies to that effect, Which of all other the 
auncient Romaines, long befoze the Ratiuitie of Chzill, 
did moſt relfgioufly o; rather ſuperſtitiouſlp ebſerue , not 
without a number of ſolemne Ceremonies , and Holly 
daves fo2 the nonce, euer after any Earthquake, making 
full account of ſome ſuch great rufnll caſualtie o2 other, as 
other whyles fell ont in very deve : and namely, as 2 re- 
member, the yeare Aute bellum Sociale, which was one of 
the lamentableff , and myſerableſt warres , that Italy es 


uer ſawe: and Plinie, 02 A knowe not well who, hath ſuch 


a ſaping: Roma nunguam tremuit, vt non futurus aliqui porters 
deretur inſignis Exent us. 


Bhyt yct,notwithanding,dare not J afoꝛehand peſame 


thus karre, oꝛ arrogate ſo much vnto my ſelfe, as to deter⸗ 
mine p2eciſely and peremptoꝛilp of this, oꝛ euerp the like ſins 
gular Earthquake, to be neceſſarily, and vndonbtedly a ſu⸗ 


pernaturall, and immediate fatall Adion of God,foz this , o 
that ſingular intent, when as J am ſure, there map be a 


ſufficient Naturall, eyther neceſſarie 02 contingent Cauſe 
in the very Earth it ſelfe ; and there is no queſtion , but the 
ſelkfe ſame Operation in Gerere , 02 in ſſecie, may at one 
tyme , pꝛocceding ok one Cauſe, and referred to one End, 
be pꝛeternaturall, oz ſupernaturall : at another tyme , pꝛo⸗ 
teeding of an other, oz the ſame Cauſe , and referred to an 
other End, but Oꝛdinarie, and Naturall, To make ſhoꝛte, 3 
cannot ſe, and would gladly learne, howe a man on Carth, 
ſhould be of fo great anthoz2itie,and ſo 7amiliar acquaintance 
with God in Heauen, (vnicſſe haply foz the nonce he hath 
lately intertained ſome few choice ſingular ones of his pꝛiuie 
Counſell) as to be able in ſuch ſpecialties , without any iuſti⸗ 
fyable certificate , oz warrant ) to reueale hys incompye- 

C. * hen- 
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benſible myſkeries, anddefinitinelÞ to gine ſentente of his 
Maieſties ſecret and inſcrutable purpoſes . As ifthey had a 
key foꝛ all the lackes in Heauen, oz as if it were as cleare 
and reſolute a caſe,as the E cliple of the Dunne, that darke⸗ 
ned all the Earth, oꝛ at the leaſt all the Earth in thoſe Coun⸗ 
tries, at Chꝛiſtes Patton, happening altogether pꝛodigioul⸗ 
ly and Betaphyſtcatly in P/enilunto, not act oꝛding to the per⸗ 
petuall courſe of Nature, in Nouilunio in ſo much that Dio- 
niſius Areopagita, 02 ſome other graunde Philoſopher, vpon 
the ſuddayne contemplationthercok, is repoꝛted in a certaine 
Patheticall Ecſtaſie to haue cryed out, Aut rerum Natura pa- 
titur, aut ¶ lundi machina deſtruetur : a8 my minde giueth me, 
ſome of the ſimpler, and vnſtzilkuller ſozt, will goe nye to dog 
vpon the pzeſent ſight, and agony of this Earthquake. Par- 
ry the Errour J graunt,is the moze tollerable, though per⸗ 
happes it be other whiles, (and why not euen nowe,) a very 
pꝛeſumptuous Errour in deede. ſtanding only vpon theſe two 
weake and deceitfull groundes, Credulitte and Jgnozaunce: 
if ſo be inwardly(not onelp in Erternall ſhewe, after an Þp- 
pocriticall, and Phariſaicallmanner) it certainly do vs god 
fo2 our refoꝛmatton, and amendment, and ſeeme to pꝛeache 
vnto vs, Penitentiam agite, ( as in ſome refpect euerp ſuche 
ſtraunge and rare Accident map ſœme:) how Oꝛ dinar ie, and 
Naturall ſo euer the Cauſe ſhall appeare otherwiſe to the 
beſt learned : eſpec ally, as the Carthquake ſhall be knowne 
to endure a longer, oꝛ a ſhozter Trme,oz to be moꝛe 02 leſſe 
generall, in moze, o fewer places. Which two differences, 
touching the quantitie of Tyme, and Place, after J had a lit⸗ 
tle moze fully pꝛoſecuted, alledging certaine particuler Ex⸗ 
amples thereof,howe in ſome places huge Caſtels, in ſome 
Townes, in ſome great and mightie Cities, in ſome Shires 
and Seigniozies, and Pꝛouinces, in ſome whole Countrpes, 
and Regions haue been per illouſip mwued and ſhaken there⸗ 
with: in one place, a long time together: in an other place, 
not ſo long, oꝛ at ſeuerall and parted times: in another, very 
ſhozt,as,Gad be thanked here cuen nowe : and finally by the 
way, 
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wap, ſhewing a thirde and moſt notable difference of all, (as 
well foz the pzeſent oz imminent terrour and daunger, as 0- 
therwiſe)by the ſund2p /þecres, and fozmes which Anſtotle, 
Plinie, and other Meteozologitians haue (ct downe cf Crpe- 
rience, as they haue heard, oz read, oꝛ ſeen the earth to quake, 
to ſturre, and hopſe vp Heuſes, Nlalles, Towers, Caſtcllcs, 


Pꝛouinces, without farther harme : to rumate and oucr- 
thꝛowe, and deſtroy ſome:to yawne and gape, and open lpke 
a graue, and tonſc quentlp to ſwallow vp and Tcuour other: 
and ſometime alſo to dꝛinke vp whole rincrs , and mightte 
bigge running waters withall, oz to chaunge and alter their 
common wonted courſe ſome other wap: to ſinke and fall 
downewardes : to caſt cut and vomitte vp either huge vaſte 
heapes, as it were Pountaines of Earth, oz large Jlandes 
in the mayne Sca,ncuer remembzed, oꝛ ſeen befoze: oz great 
duet flowing waters, and fountapnes : 02 hotte ſcalding ſul⸗ 
pburous lakes: 02 burning ſparkles and flames of fire: to 
make a hozrible hiſſing, gnaching, ratling,o2 ſome like won- 
derfull ſtraunge noyſe, (which all Cffeces are credibly re- 
poꝛted, and conſt antlp auouched, of our moſt famous x belt 
allowed Philoſophers) a fewe ſuch particularitics , and di⸗ 
fkinctions,compendiouſly and familiarly courſed oner. The 
god Gentleman gaue me hartily , as appeared, verp great 
thankes, and tolde me plainlp, he neuer either read,oz heard 
balfe ſo much of Earthquakes befoze : confeſſing withall, 
that he yelded reſolutely to mp opinion: that an Carths 
quake might as well be fuppoſed a Naturall Motion of the 
Earth, as a p2eternaturall,oz ſupernaturall ominons woke 
of God: and that he thought it hard, and almoſt impoſſible, 
koʒ any man, either by Philoſophie, o2 Diumitie, cucrmoze 
to determine flatly the very certaintie either way. Which 
alſo in concluſion was the verdit, and finall reſolution of the 
greater and ſager part of the Gentlemen pꝛeſent: #namely 
of an aune ient learned common Lawyer, that had been Gras 
duate, and fellow of a Colledge in Cambzidge, in Qucene 
C. iu. Mares 


Churches, Pinſters, whole Townes, whole Cities, whole 
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Marics dapes. Who twke vpon him, to knit vp the matter, x 

as he ſald, determine the controuerſie, with the authozitie "f 
ail the naturall Philoſophers, old o: newe Heathen oz Chzt- 
ſtian, Catholique 02 Pꝛoteſtant, that euer he read, oz heard 
tell of. There Phyſickes quoth he, are in euerp mans hands: 
they are olde enough to ſpeake foꝛ them ſelues, and wee are 
poung enough to turne our Bokes. They that haue Epes 
and Tongues, let them ſe, and reade. But what ſay you 
nowe, quoth J, to the ſtaping and quieting of the Earthe, 
being once a mwulng : May it not ſceme a moze myzacu- 
tous woꝛke, and greater wonderinent , that it ſhoulde (s 
ſuddainely ſtape againe, being mwued, than that it ſhoulde 
ſo ſuddainelp mone, beyng quiet and fill? Pwue 02 turne, 
02 ſhake me a thing in lyke oꝛder, be it neuer ſo ſmall, and 
lcfle than a pynnes Head, in compariſon of the great migh- 
tie circuite of the Earth, and ſe if yon ſhall not haue much 
moꝛe a do to ſtape it pzeſently, being once ſturred, than 
to ſturre it at the very firſt. Whereat the Gentleman 
ſmyling, and loking merrily on the Gentlewomen , here 
ts a ſchole poynt, quoth he, that by your leaues, J veleue 
will poaſe the better ſcholler of you both. But is it not 
mo2e than tyme,thynke ye, wie were at Supper: And if 
you be a hungered , Maiſter H. you ſhall thanke no body 
but your ſelfe, that hane holden vs ſo long with your pꝛo⸗ 
founde and clerkly diſcourſes, whereas our manner is fo 
ſuppe at the leaſt along howze befoze this tyme. Beyng 
ſet, and ne we occaſton of ſpxche miniſtered , our Supper 
put the Earthquake in manner out of our myndes , oz at 
the leaſtwiſe,out of our Tongues : lauing that the Gen⸗ 
tlewo men, nowe and then pleaſauntly tyhyhing betweene 
them ſclues, eſpecially Myſtrefſe Inquiſitiua, (whoſe minde 
did till runne of the dꝛinking, and Perſing of the Earth,) 
repeated here, and there, a bꝛoken perce of that, which had 
ben already fade befoze Supper. With derpe iudgement 
no doubt, and to maruellous great purpoſe, J warrant pou 
aller the manner of women ee Diuines.

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And this ſummarily in Ee was our yeſternyghtes 
graue Peteozologicall Conference, touching our Earth 
quake here in the Country ; which being inſo many neigh- 
bour Townes, and Uillages about vs, as J heare ſay of 
this mozning, maketh me p2eſuppoſe , the like was wyth.

beſt manner: oz whatſocuer elſe ſhall firſt take ſome of. 
your bꝛaue London Eldertons in the Head. Jnearneſt, J 
c9uld wiſhe ſome learned, and well aduized Uniucrſitte man, 
woulde vndertake the matter, and beſtow ſome papnes in 
dede vppon ſo famous and materiall an argument. The 
generall Nature of Earthquakes by definition, and the 
ſpeciall diuerſitie of them by diuiſion , beyng perfectly 
knowen: (a thing ſone done) and a complete Induction of 
many credible and autenticall, both olde and newe, diuine 

and pꝛo phane,Greeke,Lattine, and other Examples, (with 
diſcretion , and judgement, compyled and compared togi⸗ 
ther) being conſiderately and eracly made, (a thing not ſg 
eaſily done) much no doubt myght be alledged to oz fro, to 
terrifie oz pacific vs, moze oz leſſe. Ik it appeare by 
generall Experience, and the koꝛeſapde Miſtozicall Jn? 
duction of particulars, that Earthquakes , /me omni ex- 
ceptione , ars ominous , and ſignificatine Effedes, as 
they ſayeof Comets, and carrie euer ſome Tragicall and 
bozrible matter with oz after them: as epther deſfructi- 
on of Townes and Cities „ oz decap of ſome mightie 
 2ince,oz ſome particular, 02 generall plague , warre , oz: 
the lyke, (vt «pra ) whatſoener the Pateriall , oz Foz⸗ 
mall cauſe be, Ratural,oz ſupernaturall, (howbeit fo2 myne 
owne part I amreſolued,as welfoz the one, as foz the other,

that theſe tio J ſpeake ok, both Matter and Fourme, are ra» 
ther Naturall in both, than other wiſe ) it concerneth vs, vpon 
the vewe of ſo Effeduall and ſubſtaunciall euidence, to con⸗ 


ceiue ſerioullp, and reuerently of the other two Caules : the 


firſt, ſupzeme Efficient, whoſe Omnipotent Paieſtie hath 


nature ſelf,and all naturall Creatures at commaundement : 
and the laſt finall, which we are to fudge of as aduiſedly, and 
pꝛouidentlp, as poſſibly we can, bp the conſideration, 4 com- 
- pariſon of Circumſkances,the tyme when: the place where: 
the qualities, and diſpoſitions of the perſons, amongſt whom 
ſuch,and ſuch an Ominous token is giuen. Leaſt happily 
though ouer great credulitie, and raſhneſſe, we miſtake Non 
cauſam pro cauſa, ànd ſophiſtically be entrapped Elencho Finiũ. 
Truelp, J ſuppoſe, he had nerde be an excellent Philoſopher, 
a reaſonable god Hiſtozian, a learned Diuine, a wiſe diſcrete 
man, and generallp, ſuch a one as our Docoz Still, x Doctoz 


Byng are in Cambzidge, that ſhoulde ſhew himſelke accoz⸗ 


dingly in this argument, and to the iudgement and conten⸗ 
tation of the wiſeſt, perkourme it exactly. Py ſelfe remem⸗ 
ber nothing to the contrarie, either in Philoſophie, oz in Hi⸗ 
ſtoꝛies, oꝛ in Diuinitie either, why J may not ſafely 4 laws 
fully ſubſcribe to the iudgement of the noble Italian Philoſo⸗

But when J 
came to the curious ſcanning, and fmgecring of cuery fte, 
ſollable: Lo here, quoth J,M.Watſons Auapæſtus fo; all the 
woꝛlde. A god hozſe, that trippeth not once in a fournep : and 
NI. Inmerito doth, but as M. Watſon,4 in a manner all other 
Jimbici haue done befoze him: marrp he might haue ſpared 
his pꝛeface, oꝛ at v leaſt that ſame reſtrictiue, t ſtreightlaced 
terme, Preciſcly,and all had been well enough: and J aſſure 
vou, ot my ſelfe, J beleene, no pece of a fault marked at all. 
But this is the Effect of warrantes, and perhappes the Er⸗ 

tour map rather p2oceede of his Paſter, NI. Drantes Rule, 
than ok himſelfe. Howſoener it is, the matter ts not great,

And to ſape trueth, partely to, to requite pour gentle 
courteſie in beginning to me, and noting J knowe not what 
bzeache in pour gozbellyed Paiſters Rules: which Rules go 
fo2 god, J perteiue, and keepe a Rule , where there be no 
better in pzeſence . Mp ſelfe neither ſawe them, noz heard of 
them befo2e : and therefo2e will neither pzaiſe them, noꝛ diſs 
pꝛaiſe them nowe : but vppon the ſuruie we of them, and far 
ther conference, (both which I deſire) you ſhall ſone heare 
one mans opinion to oꝛ fro. Yoare ſclfe remember, J was 
wonte to haue ſome pꝛeiudice of the man: and J till re- 
maine a fauourer of his deſerued , and iuſt commendation.
